MORGAN’S DEATH— WHO BETRAYER 
HIM. 

Savannah, October 25tb. 
Editor Morn in'/ Kars : 

Dbar Siu : My attention having been called 
to an article which appeared in n Memphis 
paper — undet signatures of General Alvin C. 
Gillem, D. S. A. — purporting to be a true ver- 
sion of the manner in which General John II. 
Morgan was killed, and the statement made by 
your efficient correspondent, whom 1 suspect 
to bo an old and respected friend, in your issue 
of the 2Uh inst., compels me, very reluctantly, 
to appear in print to refute a willful misrepre- 
sentation on the part of ihe former, and an un- 
intentional mistake of my worthy comrade. I 
had intended soon after the war, and several 
times since, to have published a statement of 
what passed under my personal observation on 
the eventful 4th of September, the dies ircr ol 
our command, but cautious friends advised 
against any reopening of dead issue? to incite 
fresh animosities, which our model (?) accept 
the situations declared would delay the day of 
the Prodigal’s return to the bosom of this 
“Glorious Union.’* The letter in the Memphis 
Appeal determined my course, and I h id al- 
ready commenced a reply, when your corre- 
spondent's notice of the circumstAP.ee causes 
in l* to dustily lay before your readers, and all 
who love our dear South and the glorious cause 
so man ully maintained, as succinct a statement 
ns I can possibly make of the true events of 
that mournful day. 

To anticipate: On the morning of the 21 
of September, 18b I, 1 received orders from 
Gen. Morgan, then at Abingd >n, Va., to have 
the command toady for immediate movement. 
At that time it consisted of the old biigadc, 
under command of Coldtiel l). Howard Smith, 
the second brigade, under command of Colonel 
11. L. Giltncr, and a detachment of General 
Vaughns brigade (Hie latter composed of 
stragglers, men reporting from leave of absence, 
Ac., and their brigades being absent with Gen. 
Early in M iryland), under command of Col. 
Wui. E. Bradford — -the whole force numbering, 
as well as 1 can recollect, thirteen hundred 
men. We were stationed at Carter’s station, 
on the East Tennessee and Virginia railroad, 
about thirty miles from Greenville. Later in 
the day, orders come for the force to move the 
ext morning early, on Greenville, and on the 
3d, General Morgan, with Major W. C. GasseU, ! 
G. M.. Cap*. Henry Clay, acting Aid-de-camp, 
('apt. James Rogers, acting Inspector General, i 
and L. C. Johnson, a cletk i»» my ofiiee, nr- 1 
rived on the train, and we immediately pro- | 
ceeded to Jonesborc, at that time the terminus | 
of the road. We here met the commuid, and 
advanced in regular marching order on Green- 
ville. 

Not having on opportunity on the trrin of i 
discussing his plans, the General invited me io ! 
ride forward with him, and we rode beyond 
our advance videlles. 1 remonstrated against 
this as dangerous, but the General said he de- 
sired to converse with me quietly. II o seemed 
to have a foreboding of evil, for he remarked 
upon my suggestion that we might be captured, 
“they will never take me alive — they have 
sworn to kill me if they ever catch me again.” 
Me still rode in advance, and entered Green- 
ville full fifteen minutes before our advance 
guard. 

The General, after directing me as to the dis 
position of t lie troops, established his head- 
quarters at the house of Mrs. Williams, but 
immediately sent for a detail of a lieutenant 
uud ten men ; and upon going up to Hie house, 

1 learned that upon our arrival a Mrs. Wil- 
liams, daughter-in-law of our hostess, had sud- 
denly taken her departure, for the ostensible 
purpose of getting some “watermelons.” To 
those who know that smile when lie was 
angry, 1 refer whether the General suspected 
treachery or no. His reply to me was. that he 
“wished the men to assist Mrs. Williams in 
bringing back her watermelons, and they must 
go until they lound her.” When alone, he 
told me his suspicions that Mrs. Williams had 
gone to give information tu the enemy — “bat 
that was nothing, as a thousand of our noble 
girls had brought us news ; but j must pre- 
vent, if possible, the enemy getting wind of 
our approach.” The scouting party returned 
unsuccessful, after a diligent search, and re- 
ported that she had not been to the farm to 
jghicli the cider Mrs. W. had said she had 
UTh\ 

In the disposition of the division, Col. Brad- 
ford was placed on the extreme left, his left 
resting on the Nolichucky river, and his line 
extending in a semi-circle until it touched Col. 
Giltncr s left, and the latter in the same man- 
ner to the left of Col. {Smith — thus forming 
two thirds of a circle around Greenville, front- 
ing the enemy’s position, and about two miles 
from the town. I intimated the propriety of 
placing Col. Smith in Bradfoids position, as 
the force of the latter was without regular or- 
ganization; but the General said that he in- 
tended his men should lead the charge in the 
morning, and that he desired they should be 
relieved from all duty. 

A written order was dispatched to Colonel 
Bradford to select his best officer and fifty 
picked men as a scouting party, with instruc- 
tions to advance toward Bull’s Gap until they 
struck the enemy’s position, and to feel his 
picket until the command arrived the next 
morning. Captain Clay and Major Gusset t 
were ordered to ride over the picket line, and 
sec that every road and by-path was properly 
guarded, and at 11 o’clock l\ M. they reported 
that all instructions had been fully executed. 

After issuing orders for the command to ren- 
dezvous on the Bull Gap road at daylight the 
next morning, the General retired, lie occu- 
pied a front room alone. At daylight on the 
morning of the 4th, I was awakened by the 
sentinel on duty, and went into the General's 
•oom to awaken him. Upon inquiry, finding 
hat it was raining, he instructed me to couu- 
□ttud the order for immediate moveiueu 
fixing 7 o'clock as the hour. 



'After receiving receipts from the different 
brigade commanders, I returned to bed, and 
was awakened by the heavy firing around the 
house. Hastening into the General’s room, 1 
found that he had gone out, and on searching 
found him in the garden. A description of the 
grounds will belter enable your readers to fully 
understand subsequent events. The enclosure 
occupied just one bloc k, and therefore was sur- 
rounded by four streets. On the northern side, 
and occupying almost the whole space, stood 
the house, a large, substantial brick, fronting 
south. To the right and southward were the 
stables, and still further, and reaching to the 
front street, was a small vineyard of probably 
two hundred vines. In the soul best corner of 
the lot stood a small frame church, raised on 
brick columns about three feet from the ground 
The remainder of the lot was filled with Mow- 
ers and shrubbery. 

1 found tne General in the vicinity of flic 
church, and we took refuge under it to consult. 
'He directed me to go to the top of the h<>^- to 
sec if there was an opening through which we 
could puss, and upon reaching the upper rooms, 

I went into each opening in different direc- 
tions, and found every street blocked with cav- 
alry, whi.e lines of men were riding around 
next the fence (a high plank fence), shoot- 
ing in all directions through the grounds. I 
could also see squads of men at the terminus 
of each street on the outskirts of the village. 
Reporting these facts to the General, I urgeij 
him to go into the house and there surrender, 
as it was our only chance, and tlmt growing 
momentarily less, as the fire was growing 
heavy and at point blank range. He replied: 
“It is useles-'; they have swOrn never to take 
me n prisoner.” 

Hearing the church being forced open, we 
crossed over into the vine-yard. It muit here 
be slated that all movements were effected by 
almost crawling and taking advantage of e-urh 
bush, ns the enemy were not over twenty 
yards from us; and crouching down among tin* 
vines, Mr. Johnston and myself again urged him 
to go up to the house. Tins he refused, and told 
us that we had better*** ! arate, as three to- 
gether might be perceived. In leaving, the 
General shook hands with me and remark- 
ed: 

•‘You will never see me again.” 

1 had gone but a few steps when 1 heard him 
call out: 

‘•Don’t shoot ! I surrender.” 

Stopping immediately, I looked around, and 
upon the outside of liie fence, almost over the 
General, who had risen and was holding up 
his hands, sat a Yankee with gun piesentcd, 
who replied: 

“Surrender and be God damned — 1 know 
you” — and fired. I was so close that to this 
day I firmly believe that I can identify the 
man. 

As soon as the shot was fired, and the Gen- 
eral had fallen, he commenced shouting : ‘ I’ve 
killed the damned horse-thief;’’ and began 
tearing down the fence, in which he was soon 
assisted by a large crowd of his comrades. [I 
neglected to mention that while we were dodg- 
ing about in the garden, som<* fiends, in the 
noble guise of women were calling to the Yan- 
kees from their upper window-: “Yonder he 
goes!” “That s him!” That's Morgan 1” Ac., 
*C ; ] . 

Being soon after captured and taken some 
distance out of town. 1 saw nothing of the Gener- 
al’s bod v until, wiien, after repeated solicit a 
lion*, the Sergeant who had me in charge 
consented to lake me to G ::ier.;l Gillcni, tin- 
commander of the Federal forces, and on my 
way there I was stopped by a crowd of half 
drunken wretches, who made me dismount. 
“They wanted to show me something.” Thai 
i: soincthi n g ,% was the dead body of General 
Morgan thrown in a muddy ditch by the road- 
side, the features almost undist inguislinblc 
from mud and blood, and the body nude save a 
pair of drawers, the clothing then being torn 
up and into small pieces us souvenirs of the 
“Dead Lion.” 

Upon reaching the town, I found General 
G idem at .Mrs. Williams’ house, and with him 
w;*s the Mrs. Williams who had gone out the 
day before after “watermelons,” (?) and who 
had returned, strange to siv, about the same 
time with the Yankees. I stated to General 
Gillem that my object in coming to him was 
for permission to get the General's body, “as 
his men were treating it like a dog.” 

“Ay, sir, and it shall lie there and rot like a 
dog,” was Ills reply, and then followed a series 
of abuse, which would scarcely be palatable to 
your renders or pertinent to ibis statement. 
Suffice it, be rejected every proposition by which 
I had hoped to have succeeded in getting the 
General's body to bis friends. 

Uur force having rallied, General Gillem was 
summoned to thq front, and one of bis staff, 
whom I have thought was Colonel Brownlow, 
though my memory may bo at fault, but who 
nevertheless, seemed a gentleman, offered to 
bring in i lie body, which was done, and in h 
small back room Capt. Jas. Rogers and myself, 
with the assistance uf a negro man, washed 
and dressed it. The wound was full in the 
breust, and seemed to have glanced on tin- 
breastbone, passing through the heart and com- 
ing out under the left arm. The head was 
much bruised and the skin broken in several 
places upon the lace and temples, seeming >« 
verification of the statement that the body was 
thrown over a horse, with the head dangling 
against the stirrups. 

Such, Mr. Editor, is a plain, unvarnished 
statement of facts, so far as my memory goes, 
for I have no date upon which to rely. 1 sent 
a similar statement to Colonel Reedy, the 
father of Mrs. Morgan, immediately after my 
escape, and when 1 reached Canada I also wrote 
more fully to the General’s mother, in Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky, and to Col. Dick Morgan, then 
a prisoner at Fort Warren. This is another 
reason why 1 have not given tiiis statement 
sooner to the public, as I felt that, as the Gen- 
eral’s immediate family were in possession of 
the facts, they would publish them, if they 
thought it best. Now, however, as Gen. Gil- 
lem has deemed it prudent to make a state 
meet, and as one ot our own staff has indorsed 
it, I can no longer remain silent, not only in 
justice to the history of our holy cause, but to 
the sacred memory of one with whom it was 
my honor and privilege to serve, and than 
whom there never breathed a more noble a«d 
gallant spirit, whose name will he fondly cher- 
ished when those of his foul murderers shall 
have perished iu oblivion.

DUTY OF THE DEMOCRATIC PART/. 

Grom tho Columbia Spectator-) 

Shall the Democratic party, as an organiza- 
tion, take part in the next Presidential con- 
test, is a question that is being discussed by 
the press of the country and by certain public 
speakers. It is claimed by the advocates of 
this departure that the Democratic party can 
not succeed in the election, and that it is there- 
fore better for it to abunaon the field, and let 
the fight be made between the Conservative 
and extreme Radicals, aud then for Democrats, 
every man for himself, to rally td the aid ol 
the Conservatives against the extremists. 
There are some Democrats who express the 
opinion that this is the best policy, under all 
the circumstances, thatcau beadopted. Others 
favor the nomination of a liberal Republican 
as the candidate of the Democratic party. 

If it be true, as stated by Senator Selmrz, of 
Missouri, that the Democratic party has out- 
lived its usefulness, and that there is nothing 
more that it can do, it may be well for it to 
adopt one or the other course ; but if it expects 
to be a party of the future, if it has any mis- 
sion to accomplish in the nation, it can never 
surrender its organization or name for any 
such purpose. It would only result iu the 
final and complete destruction of the party, 
without accomplishing* anything of benefit to 
the cause which Democrats have at heart. 

We do not believe the leaders of the party 
will, for a moment, entertain the proposition. 
It would be a virtual yielding the field to the 
opposition. It would be an acknowledgment 
that all is lost, and that the Democratic party, 
its principles, and its glorious memories, and 
its history so intimately connected with the 
best and most prosperous days of our country, 
are all things of the past. 

Could such a combination as the one con- 
templated win? Would it possess more 
strength than the Democratic party ? We 
think not. How many disaffected Republicans 
are there? and how many of them would turn 
their backs on the regular nominee of their 
party to support the compromise candidate? 
Would they number more than the Democrats 
who would. refuse to m Ice such a surrender? 
If not, what would result from such an ar- 
rangement except the destruction of one 
party, without even the merit of building up 
another. 

It is very true some few prominent men of 
the Republican party profess to he alarmed for 
the couutry, and at the rapid strides being 
taken by Grant and his wing of the party 
towards the centralization of all power in the 
administration at Washington. They profess to 
realize the necessity for concerted action on the 
paitofall those who wish to arrest this ten- 
dency; but how do they propose to do it? Are 
they wilting to act with the Democratic parly? 
Which of them have said they are? Radie<l- 
ism, as directed by those in power, leads to the 
destruction of local State Government, and to 
the establishment of a greal central despotism, 
but will they turn against these leaders of their 
party, and unite with those who are seeking to 
arrest them in their mad career? Which one 
has said he will ? 

Who are the Conservatives who see such 
dangers impending and are willing to join 
hands to arrest them l If all this Conserva- 
tism means that there are men in the Republi- 
can party who are willing to unite with Demo- 
crats, provided Democrats will unite on them 
as the candidates and leaders, we say their 
Conservatism is not worth much. If they ap- 
prove of the purposes and principles oi the 
Democratic party, yet, from a foolish prejudice, 
are unwilling to accept of the name, or to act 
villi the party on account of its name, we 
innot but question the sincei ity of their con- 
iciions. If they are sincere ttiey will ask no 
•ich “one-sided compromise. 

The Democratic party has principles — has a 
purpose to accomplish — has a destiny to fulfill, 
and will have its candidates in the next Presi- 
dential race. It may, or it may not, succeed 
in that contest. Its duty will, in either evint, 
be the same — to struggle on until the errors of 
Radicalism shall be buried, and until a sp.rit 
of justice shall prevail all over the land.

THE REIGN OF TERR0R-A RADICAL RAID 

THROUGH CALLOWAY C0UNTY-A MAN 

HUNG UP BY THE NECK BY A UNITED 

STATES >i ARSH \L TO COMPEL HIM TO 

DISGORGE SECRETS HE NEVER KNEW. 

(From the Murray (Ky ) Gazette, 9th ins •) 

Since our last issue, two weeks ago to-day, 
Calloway county has been subjected to a 
most shameful outrage at the bauds of the 
Radical satraps stationed at Paducah. 

Early the morning of* the 26th October the 
editors of this paper awoke to find their olliee 
and dwelling surrounded by armed Federal 
soldiers, under control of United States Reve- 
nue Collector, J. I*. Hall, and United States 
Deputy Marshal, Wm. Andrews, located at Pa- 
ducah. An accusation was made that counter- 
feit tobacco stamps were being printed ou the 
press, and a vigorous search was made of both 
their office and private dwelling. This search 
resulted, of course, in finding nothing to re- 
ward them for their trouble. Any fool should 
know' that work of that description could no 
more be done in a rural printing office than in 
a grindstone factory. 

After leaving the Gazette office, the Deputy 
Marshal, Andrews, we are cieditably informed, 
picked up on the street a quiet, inoffensive 
citizen, named Win. Southerland, took him to 
Ferginson's livery stable, and there accused 
him of knowing where some “moonshine ’ to- 
bacco was concealed. Southerland denied 
possessing such knowledge. The Deputy Mar- 
shal then got a rope and tried to get the sol- 
diers to help him hung Southerland up by the 
neck until he should disgorge. This the sol- 
diers refused to do. Andrews then got a 
bridle, looped it about Soutloriand's neck, 
and, being a tall tnan, while Southerland is a 
very small tnan, he tried to lift li 13 victim up 
and place the bridle over a beam overhead. 
Failing in this, he then raised Southerland 
clear off* the floor and held him suspended for 
a time iu the air by his neck, and then letting 
him down, dragged him around the stable iu 
the same way, hut did not succeed iu writhing 
anything from him. 

Leaving Murray, the raiders now' proceeded 
toward Concord. Owing most probably to 
their drunkenness, they lo3t their way when I 
within a few miles of that place, and came I 
back to a point ne.» r Murray. Finally, how- I 
ever, they reached Concord. Here they 
unsuccessfully searched not only tobacco fac- 
tories, but every business house in town, and 
peaceable, honest citizens W’ere compelled per- 
force Isj submit to have their houses ruthlessly 
sacked for that wi(h which they never had 
,any concern. 

From Concord they proceeded to Pine Bluff, 
where they also made a general search, and 
siezed upon a lot of liquor which they claimed 
was illegal, but about which, in fact, there was 
nothing improper. 

Hell’s Two Acres was next visited. Here 
they found, in an old waste building, some 
sixty boxes of unstamped tobacco, which tiny 
carried to Paducah, .and along with .Messrs. 
John, Daniel, and Samuel Rogers, who own a 
tobacco factory nearly two miles distant, and 
who emphatically deny knowing anything 
about it. 

This senseless raid has had an efTect for 
which its immediate perpetrators, perhaps, care 
but little, hut which ilieir masters should 
greatly deprecate. It has served to deeply 
embitter people against the general govern- 
ment who were fist overcoming their popular 
prejudices against its rule. 

It has compelled our citizens to think that a 
government which will allow such drunken, 
cowardly sneaks as John Hall aud Bill Andrews 
to ride rough-shod over their most sacred rights 
is certainly a government of the most low- 
flunir, ns well as oppressive tyranny. 

We have no further comment. “The mills 
of the gods grind slowly, hut they grind most 
exceedingly line.’ And the time must come 
when despotism will no longer reign supreme 
iu this fair land, and the rights of American 
ciliz -us South will be held as sacred as oi those 
North.

Not satisfied 
with such rapid progress backwards, the same 
parties have arranged for a loan which is soon 
to be voted on, and if this is carried, as there is 
now every prospect, $8,000,000 more will be 
added — making a grand total of $13,000,000, 
which somebody, sometime, must pay. So 
Washington, which, when Congress is not in 
session, is hardly mo»e than a decent-sized 
town, w ill he plastered with as large an in- 
cumbrance as St. Louis, the fourth city in the 
Union, and, we venture to say, will have Ie?s 
to show lor it by a huudred per cent. 

Now, when it is remembered that the seat of 
Government receives annually from Congress 
liberal appropriations lor one thing or another, 
and that there are fewer municipal luxuries 
and conveniences there than can he found, 
usually, in cities of half the popu’ation, the 
questiou naturally arises, what lias become of 
the $5,000,000 already spent ? aud what will 
become of the $8,000,000 about to be nego- 
tiated? It is almost sacrilege to suggest the 
idea, but may there not be some little Tweeds 
at work, gnawing holes in the treasury and 
draining the popular cash into their own 
wicked pockets ? Of course i hey are all true 
and loyal men, and .would no more think of 
voting an anti-administration ticket than of 
jumping into the Potomac; but still, this in- 
tense loyalty does not pass current iu the banks, 
and the tax-payers cau draw’ from it no great 
consolation. We suggest that those journals

Another Inexpl cable Casa of Hydrophobia. 

August Rassuer, who drove a wagon for 
Wainwriglit’s brewery, died at bis home in the 
rear of No. 1,210 Orchard street, on Tuesday 
evening, with all the symptoms of hydrophobia, 
lie first complained of feeling unwell on Sun- 
day night, but his friehds gave little heed lo 
the matter, supposing that a night's sleep 
would relieve him. 'Monday morning, how- 
ever, found him much worse, and a physician 
was called in, who, after administering some • 
mild remedy, left him. On Tuesday his symp- 
toms became more violent, and on the evening 
of that day he died. During his last hours he 
was lisilod by several members of the medical 
profession, who had their attention directed to 
the case by the unusual Symptoms manifested. 
So evidence could be adduced of bis having 
ever been bitten by a dog, though there was a 
wound on one of his fingers, which it was 
stated he had received ill handling a beer keg 
during fair week. His companions at the 
brewery assert that one of the horses lie lias 
been accustomed to groom has been sick for 
some weeks past, and the possibility is sug- 
gested of the wound being infected by virus 
from the animal. As early as Monday he com- 
plained of the wounded finger giving him 
great pain, which soon extended up the arm, 
and was followed by inability to swallow, 
foaming at the mouth, and tile revulsions at the 
sight of water, which invariably attend hydro- 
phobia. — St. Eouis Times.

AN EXCURSION TO CALIFORNIA. 

Three miles from Sherman the track crosses 
Dale creek bridge, a structure 630 feet long, 
and 126 feet high (pretty good for high) above 
the creek. The sensation in crossing this 
bridge, in a wild region, such as is seen all 
around and about it, is quite singular. There 
is a narrow belt of green sward just above tile 
bridge, occupied hy one house— I suppose that 
or the bridge-watcher. 

Dale cieek empties into Cache-a-la-Poudre 
river, and both are fine for piscatorial sports; 
and the valley of this river is reported to be a 
very fine or.e. Fifteen or sixteen miles from 
Sherman is Virginia Dale Station, once a stage 
station on the old Salt Lake road, and was 
the residence of Jack Slade for several years, 
one of i lie noted desperadoes who once in- 
fested that country.

him to death by inflicting tvounds upon him 
at intervals.

Around Virginia Dale there is magnificent 
scenery. On the east side of the Canyon the 
over-hanging rocks are many hundred feet 
high, and for twenty -five or thirty miles down 
the Cache-a-la-Poudre river, there is situated 
one of the' most beautiful valleys to be found 
anywhere. 

la the valley is La Porte City, a small little 
place, with a hotel, post-office, and several 
stoics. It would appear as if there were five 
or six hundred inhabitants. From Sherman 
the descent is sufficient to dispense with the 
locomotives (we had been running with two), 
and to manage with the brakes .iloJe. We 
passed Harney, Red Buttes, Fort Sanders 
station, to Laramie City. 

Rock work and snow fences are pretty com- 
mon on this part of the road. The red sand 
stone between the road and the Black Hills, 
which are in sight, present most singular and 
attractive views. They are worn hy the 
weather until one imagines lie can see tiicin in 
shapes resembling people and auimals. in all 
sorts of sizes and attitudes. Fort Sunders is a 
handsome place, aad can bs seen for some 
miles. 

Laramie City is weli laid out, abundantly 
supplied wiiii water, and wall, when tilled up 
Willi biller houses and Sum : shade trees, he a 
very pretty town. The company’s hotel here 
is a tine one mid is very well Kept. 

One daily paper is punted at Laramie. They 
have several churches and good schools, and 
Masonic and Odd Fellows and Good Templars 
Lodgi s. 

This place will become somewhat famed in 
history as being the first place where women 
were allowed to sit on juries. 

1 have heard of some very just verdicts ren- 
dered by them; but the putting of men and 
women on the juries together might lead 
to some grave mistakes in selecting bed-fel- 
lows, especially in criminal eases, where the 
venire is usually kept together.

How Money is Made by Farming. — M uch 
labor is done on farms that is not farming iu 
its true sense. By such labor no money is 
ever made. A man may support himself and 
his family, keep out of debt, and have a few 
dollars in his pocket by practicing the mo>t 
stringent economy. If lie is otherwise than 
industrious and sober, he is on the down grade 
with loose brakes, ami the end is soon reached. 
But farming iu its true sense is a profession 
equal in dignity to that of law or medicine, 
and needs equal study, mental capacity, and 
intelligently directed labor to command sue 
cess in it. The principles which underlie the 
practice of the true farmer must be well undei- 
stood, anil a steady, consistent course of ope- 
rations must be followed. Having thoroughly 
learned the nature and capacity of the soil lie 
possesses, and chosen the rotation mostsuitable, 
nud the slock to he most profitably kept on it, 
be does not swerve from his chosen course, out 
in good markets and bad raises his regular 
crops, and keeps his land in regularly increas- 
ing lertility. No special cry tempts or af- 
frights him. Lie does not talk dairy this 
season dr crops the next; but doubtless, li 
uuy particular product be iu demand and 
brings a good price, he lias some of it to sell 
and reaps his share of the advantage. He 
saves as much money as some men mike b> 
care aud economy iu purchasing and preserving 
tools, seeds, manures, and machines; aud his 
business habits and constant readiness lor all 
occasions give bim reasonable security against 
the effects of adverse seasons and b id weather 
Always •prepared, he is never too late, and 
always calm, he is never too soon ; and thus, 
“taking time by the forelock,” helms the stern 
old tyrant at his command, and turns him at 
his will. lie has no losses, aud his gains are 
steady. 

The Strasburg Clock. — T his ingenious 
piece of horological mechanism is in excellent 
condition, and attracts ns much attention as 
ever. At mid day a motley crowd of some 
two hundred people tills th it transept of the 
caihredral which contains this curious work, 
the assemblage including peasants in quaint 
costumes; priests, school-boys, and a great 
proportion of English and American tourists. 
At 12 o’clock the usual performance begins by 
a procession of the twelve apostles marching 
before Christ, who raises his hands, bestowing 
a blessing on each apostle as lie passes by. At 
the same time a skeleton iu the lower com- 
partment strikes tue hour with a human bone 
on a metallic disc. The cock on the summit 
of the clock ruffles his feathers, stretches out 
his neck and gives a good, sonorous crow, re- 
peating his efforts three separate times. The 
noon display is thus terminated, bat many of 
the spectators leave with an evident expression 
of disappointment, as if they had expected to 
see the whole front of the clock in motion, 
and a display of fireworks for a finale.
